6. All other persons who may not be mentioned in this table to lake rank according to 
general usage, which is to be explained and determined by the Governor-General in his dis- 
cretion in case any question shall arise *^. When the position of any such person is so determined 
and notified, it shall be entered in the table in italics, provided he holds an appointment in 
India.
